Atlanta, Ga., Dec. 15—The second day 


of the peace jubilee opened auspicious- 
ly, the temperature relaxed its vigor 
considerably, and the crowds were 
enormous. The hotels are turning peo- 
ple away. 
The president 
received 


President Hemphill of the Jubilee as- 
sociation, this morning. The ovation 
tendered him yesterday by the legis- 
lature was the greatest reception ever 
given an American citizen in Atlanta. 
His speech in relation to the care of 
the confederate dead fired the hearts 
of the southerners with admiration for 
the executive. Gen. Joe Wheeler was 
cheered every step on the strets, and 
other generals in less proportion. 


The feature today is the civic and 


military parade this afternoon, which 
includes 10 divisions under command 
of Grand Marshal West, whose staff 
included many prominent people, 6,000 
infantry, 10,000 school 
children, 1600 


people in carriages, thousands of mem- 
bers of secret orders, 500 confederate 
veterans, under command of General 
Wheeler, thousands of laboring men, 
Grand Army men, mounted police and 
many others. The president and guests 
were at the head, the pageant being 
escorted by the Third New Jersey and 
the 15th Pennsylvania regiments] The 
president and General Wheeler were 
continuously cheered and later re- 
viewed the parade. 


After the parade passed the review- 


ing stand the president 
and 
other 


guests of the city were driven to Pied- 
mont park where they were the guests 
of the Piedmont Driving club at an 
elaborate luncheon. 
Among the ar- 


rivals today were General W. R. Shaf-

ter and his aides, Creighton Webb and 
Lieutenant Noble, C|overnor Joseph 
P. Johnston of Alabama, the Alabama 
legislature and a number of army offi- 
cers from Anniston. President McKin- 
ley stated today that a brigade of 
troops would be sent to Atlanta. "I 
ordered -a brigade sent to Atlanta, and 
thought it was here," he remarked, 
and the president 
seemed 
surprised 


that troops ordered here had ben sent 
elsewhere. 


Agonelllo to Sail for America. 


London, Dec. 15—Agoncillo, the rep- 


resentative of Aguinaldo the insur- 
gent leader of the Philipines, sails for 
New York 
Saturday, he alleges 
to 


resume his duties as representative of 
the Filipino government -at Washing- 
ton. He says the Spanish cession of 
the Philippines is illegal as the Spanish 
have lost sovereignty over the islands. 
The Americans cannot dispose of the 
future of the archipelago without con- 
sulting the Filipinos. Their consent by 
popular demands is necessary. 
The 


result of the peace commission's de- 
liberation is only satisfactory to the 
Filipinos inasmuch as Spain was turn- 
ed out of the Philippines. Their coun- 
trymen will resist to the bitter end 
any attempt to sell the Philippines to 
foreign powers. They are anxious to 
be united and allied to their good 
friends, the Americans, but beyond 
this are determined at all hazards to 
remain independent.

helplesenc-ss of them. 
Men as bright. 


as noble as God ever made, given up to 
death, hoping for it, seeking it, taking 
poison, doing anything that will end the 
despair that conies upon tihem. 


"Seeing nothing before them but days 


of pain and nights of wretchedness, 
without proper food, alone, With no one 
to give them sympathy or cheer, to write 
to fniends. to soothe the aching brows or 
moisten parched lips, and, if by shear 
endurance of nature or obstinacy of 
vitality, they do get.better there is be- 
fore them nothing but the still more 
cheerless period of convalescence with 
the probability of a relapse and the old 
weariness and despair to be suffered 
again. 


"No wonder there are six or seven 


funarals a day. 
No wonder the dead- 


fcouse is never empty. 


"And outside the hospital, and even 


In it. such indifference. 
Petty consider- 


ations of rank and position, squabbles 
about precedence, lack of consideration 
in prescribing and preparing food, while 
men are dying, not meareiy of heart 
hunger, but for want of nourishment, 


"I have gone through the wards day 


after da.y, and I apoke to this one a,nd 
that one, and they poured ovit ttieir 
woes. 
Men who did not wear their 


hearts on their sleeves cried for tlie 
pure agony of their loneliness and de- 
epair, made vivid by their own telling of 
It. 


"I do not mean that attendants of the 


hospitals are careless or 
indifferent. 


Many are trying to do their best. 
But 


there is so much inexperience; eo many 
clogs to those who would do much. 
To think of an attendant going through 
• ward with a pail of beef broth, ia.- 
dling it out to the pa,tients indiscrimi- 
aately by the cupful. 
In the whole 


pail there was not enough nourishment 
for one, even if it were made of the 
best material. 


"But what it really was made of, I 


chut my eyes and refuse to Imagine. 
In a whole ward there ia not mora than 
one nurse with experience, and for help- 
ers only one or two awkward hoys, who, 
perhaps, never saw a sick rom before."

when, amid impressive silence, these 
words fell upon the Lips of the president: 


"Every soldier's grave made during 


the Civil war is a tribute to American 
valor. And while, when these graves 
were made we differed widely about the 
future of the government, those differ- 
ences -were long ago settled by the arbi- 
trament of arms—and the time has now 
come in tb-e evolution of sentiment and 
feeling, under the providence of God, 
when in the spirit of fraternity we should 
ehare with you in the care of the graves 
of the Confederate soldiers." 


A. wild cheer went up from every throat 


In the typical southern audience, a cheer 
tnat echoed and reached through the 
chamber until it was taken op by the 
crowds outside. Old men who fought for 
the south rose from their seats and 
waved 
their hats. One Confederate 


veteran, now a venerable legislator, had 
passed forward until he was leaning 
against the speaker's desk, hanging on 
each word the president uttered. When 
the reference was made to the Confeder- 
ate dead, this old man buried his head in 
his arms and, while cheers rang out. 
cried like a child. Of all the many con- 
ciliatory speeches which have been made 
since Grant said: "Let there be peace," 
nothing has more deeply stirred a south- 
ern audience than the simple words of 
President McKintey yesterday afternoon. 


No sooner had President McKinley con- 


cluded than there were loud cries for 
Wheeler, and when that little man got 
up, his head scarcely higher than th-e 
speaker's desk, the audience once more 
gave vent to wild enthusiasm. General 
Wheeler referred eulogistically to the 
efforts of the president towards preserv- 
ing peace as long as the country's honor 
would permit such efforts and of his 
masterful policy after it was inevitable. 
Ger.eral Wheeler paid a tribute to Ad- 
miral Dewey, and added: "Thearmy, in 
conjunction with the navy, was ordered 
to attack and destroy the Spanish forces 
In Santiago. In four weeks that order 
was obeyed and its purpose accom- 
plished. The proud Spanish nation stood 
suing for peace from the nation which 
n, month before it had held up to ridicule 
and scorn." 


Calls for Brigadier General

brought that officei to his feet with a 
Bhort speech regarding the condition of 
the army camps in the south. He said 
that no trtnps in the world were better, 
more regally fed ant) treated than were 
the troops in South Carolina pnd Georgia. 


Gerer1! Lawton was loudly cheered, 


but refused to make a speech. He sim- 
ply thanked on behalf of his men at San- 
tiago the legislature' and 
people of 


Georgia for their tribute to himself. 


Secretary Alger refused to speak and 


the legis'ature difsolved. 


The president held a private reception 


In t*he senate and afterward a. public re- 
ception on the steps of the rotunda. 
There were hundreds of southerners 
crushed a.nd tost ed by each other in their 
anxiety to sl?aV-e a northern president's 
hand. Many had come from miles dis- 
tant, and at 2:15 p. m., when the presi- 
(ent left thecapitol. there were still hun- 
dreds bitterly disappointed because they 
had not been able to make their way 
through the srr^ing throng to get a sec- 
ond hold on his hands.

O'Neil, who had been sitting- in a cha^i: 
near by, fell unconscious to the floor. 
The doctor went to his assistance, but 
In spite of all he could do the man died 
in a few minutes. Katie was partially 
revived, and she, together with her 
mother, and sisters Jennie, 13, and 
Sarah, 6, were taken to the city hospital. 
They are all reported to be doing well 
and will probably fully recover. 


Washington, Pec. 15.—The recommen- 


dation of the Cuban commission, Gen- 
erals Wade and Butier and Admiral 
Sampson, as to the number of troops re- 
quired for CuL.i and the places of station, 
b;i.-a.me public yesterday, \\ hen Adjutant 
General Corbin submitted a copy ot it 
to the house military committee, which 
lno.ue it ijubhu \\ith the itaSeNt of General 
Corbin. 11 is dated Oct. 19, and is chiefly 
interesting in connection with General 
Cottbin'a statement that it is the basis 
on which the war department has pro- 
ceeded and is now proceeding. It is as 
follows: 


"As directed by your cable of the 14th 


inst. I have the honor to furnish bere- 
ft ith a table showing my recommenda- 
tions as to the stations for United States 
troops, with number and kinds of troops 
at each on the evacuation of Spain. 
The Spanish troops now occupy 52 gar- 
risons, counting Havana and other cities 
ae one station each. 
It will bo neither 


practicable or advisable to replace all 
of these garrisons. 
My recommenda- 


tion is based on holding the more im- 
portant cities, seaports 
and 
jiailroad 


centres, with sufficient force to operate 
in the vicinity and furnish small gar- 
risons at such other points as may be- 
come necessary. 
This, I believe, will 


be the best disposition to make of our 
troops when they arrive. 


"Should this be epproved, the troops 


at each station should be promptly fur- 
nished when asked for by the evacuation 
commission, so as to be at their stations 
in time to reliex-e Spanish garrisons and 
prevent occupation by insurgent troops 
concentrated near most of the desig- 
nated places. 
I consider the number 


of troops named in the accompanying 
table as the smallest that should be 
in the island, not Including those now in 
the department of Santiago. 
In fixing 


this number I have been governed by 
the following considerations: 


K"-orlver Asked For. 


Trenton, Dec. 15.—Application has been 


made to Chancellor McGill for the ap- 
pointment of a receiver for the Great 
White Spirit company, an organization 
sstablished under the laws of New Jersey 
The application is made by the American 
Surety company of New York and the 
Atlas National bank of Boston. The ap- 
plication declares that the company !s in- 
solvent, with liabi.ities of $974,929, and 
assets of $306,683. It is claimed in the ap- 
plication that the company has done no 
business since 1895, except to rent out a 
Wharf in Boston a.t a rent of $25,000. It 
is charg-ed that Richard C. Sibley, the 
president of the company, and his co- 
directors are receiving this rent a.nd ap- 
propriating it to their own use. It is fur- 
ther declared that Sibley is financially 
irresponsible. The chancellor has made 
an order for the company and Sibley to 
show cause w5iy a receiver should not be 
appointed. 


"Cuba is, and for a long time has been, 


really a military camp, and governed 
by the most arbitrary military rule. 
Practically there is no civil government 
or authority. 
The Spanish forces con- 


sist of about 118.000 regulars, 21,000 vol- 
unteers on duty, and 52,000 volunteers 
arme^. but not on duty. 
The insur- 


gents claim to have about 40,000 armed 
men, 
making a total of 231,000. 
Prob- 


ably the military evacuation by Spain 
will remove about 100,000 men, leaving: 
considerably more than that number 
who will be, o.'recently have be«n, under 
arms, to a great extent living off the 
country. 
Many of these men will from 


necessity, if not from choice, be without 
employment. 
Among these men, as 


well as those who have not taken part 
in the late Spanish-Cuban war/ exist 
race feuds and political frictions. 
Many 


of these people are very ignorant, few 
understand what independence and lib- 
erty mean, or have fixed ideas as to 
what the future of their country will 
or ahould be. 
It will require tact and 


force to harmonize the conflicting in- 
terests and insure order. 
If a large 


force occupies the- island as soon as 
Spain evacuates, it can, under favorable 
conditions, be much reduced in, a feu- 
months. 
But it will be very unfor- 


tunate to begin with so small a force 
and be obliged to increase it.''

Christmas has grown 
to be as great a national as it i» a 
religious holiday, and if one were se 
situated that he could look down upon 
the different sections of this country 
ha would see some very peculiar and 
interesting methods employed to cele- 
brate the day. 
To New England belongs the credit 


of the flrst American Christmas tree, 
which is now as much of a national 
emblem at this season of the year as 
the goldenrod (the national flower) is 
in the late summer. 
There are few 


houses In the country, and especially 
where there are children, which wil' be 
found without one of these trees loaded 
down with toys and sweetmeats of all 
kinds and studded with tapers, which 
are lighted after the sun has disap- 
peared beyond the horizon. The tree 
has reached to almost the limits of 
Uncle Sam's possessions, and it is only 
a few years ago, while the writer was 
in Alaska at Christmas time, that he 
attended a festival at one of the mis- 
sions on Christmas night and saw the 
tree illuminated, much to the gratifica- 
tion of the little dark skinned natives. 
It may be said "en passant" that they 
were not the only ones who were inter- 
ested either, for their parents, who had 
become semlcivilized, took as much in- 
terest in it as the youngsters. 


There Is the great frozen north in 


the land of the midnight sun the people 
have their Santa Claus and other cele- 
brations. Presenting gifts to each other 
Is a very serious matter with them. 
First the chiefs and the head men of 
the different tribes must be provided 
for. Furs, seal oil, whale blubber and 
other things which are to be obtained 
in this section make up the greater part 
of these presents, and often the poor 
padre whjo is in charge of the mission 
is supplied with enough whale blubber 
to keep a good sized oil refinery busy 
for some time. While many of the na- 
tives go to the mission to service, they 
have their own way of celebrating and 
their peculiar games are entered into 
by all the men in the village. They con- 
sist of running races, snapping their 
long lashed whips at small objects se- 
curely fastened in the snow or ice, and 
using their spears. They become ex- 
perts in the use of the long lashed 
whips, and their aim Is very accurate. 
Theirs is without doubt the queerest of 
all the known methods of celebrating 
Christmas, and with the exception of 
the people who inhabit some of the new 
possessions which have recently come 
to Uncle Sara, the Alaskans are the 
queerest folk he has to deal with. Their 
winters are spent in the rays of the sun, 
and there is no night. 


The Indians on our own frontier, and 


especially those who have become more 
civilized and have taken up farming, 
find means of their own for enjoying 
the day. Early In December the crops 
have been housed, and the "rest" sea- 
son begun. The Indians of the Laguna 
tribes in Arizona and New Mexico are 
far more advanced toward civilization 
than those of most of the other tribes, 
and consequently find more pleasure in 
the day. For weeks before it arrives 
they make preparations for the event, 
and the old adobe ovens are kept con- 
stantly going In making their black 
bread and the peculiar pies and stone- 
like cakes. The fatted calf has been 
numerously and neatly killed; likewise 
the obese sheep and the preposterous 
pig. The cottonwood clotheslines in 
each yard have been stretched and are 
loaded with raw meat slowly "jerking" 
in the sun. The costliest Navajo blan- 
kets which have come down as heir- 
looms for a century or more have been 
unrolled and dusted, the silver rosaries, 
bracelets, rings and earrings and belts 
have been polished, and all the collect- 
ive finery of the people has been made 
ready to play its part in the coming 
festivities.

NAVAL OFFICERS' CHRISTMAS 


The bluejackets are not the only ones 


who serve on the big fighting ships of 
Uncle Sam's navy who enjoy a holiday. 
The officers take a lively interest in 
these celebrations, and long before the 
ships leave the yards or harbors the 
larders of the wardroom mess are fill- 
ed with the good things which make 
life worth the living, especially if the 
greater part of that life is spent on 
rough seas, away from relatives and 
friends, as are the lives of officers and 
men of this branch of the fighting arm 
of the government. 


Christmas is one of the days which 


all on board celebrate, and every ef- 
fort is made to get the greatest amount 
of pleasure out of it.

On Christmas eve the old church, 


built centuries ago, is crowded to the 
doors with the aborigines. Shortly after 
the chiefs arrive, dressed in the fash- 
ion of their ancestors and with faces 
painted in grotesque designs. 
They 


take their seats, the signal is given and 
the toms begin to beat. It is indeed a 
strange sight. The singers stand near 
the altar rail, while the dancing girls, 
accompanied by the dancing men, take 
their places in front of them. 
The 


dancing men are stripped to the waists, 
and their limbs are covered with fox- 
skins and other trophies of the hunt. 
The men are painted from the waist line 
to the roots of their hair. They whirl 
about and their steps quicken to the 
beat of the drums. This is continued 
until midnight, when the Christmas 
mass Is sung by the priests and their 
assistants.

[ wish to make public the true facts 
•oncerning the same. 


Four men work from 6.30 a. m. to 6 


p. m., one man from 8 a. m. to 7.30 p. 
'n., with one hour for meals, malting 
'O',i hours of duty for each man; one 
•nan from 11 a. m. to 10 p. m., four 
men from 6 p. m. to 5 a. m., four men 
from 7.30 p. m. to 6.30 a. m., with one 
hoxir for meals, making 10 hours of 
July for each man. Where the night 
men are to appear in court at 9 a. m., 
as witnesses, they are relieved from 
duty at 2 a. m., when possible. 


The men do not receive pay for extra 


services, but are allowed 14 days vaca- 
tion each year, with pay. 


The police force being small in num- 


ber, and the amount of work large, 
with a certain territory to patrol, it 
would be impossible to shorten the 
number of hours of duty and properly 
cover the city. 


The chief of police would welcome an 


addition of more men to the force and 
a reduction of the number of hours of 
duty for each man, and this means an 
increased appropriation for this de- 
partment, but he is not responsible for 
the number of men on the police force.
